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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicants' observations regarding the Heyman 
et al. reference's background disclosure does not demonstrate distinction based on the ranges of open/closed cell content values of their 
claims. Additionally, it is maintained that claims can not be distinguished over the prior art by comparing to the treated/crushed products of 
the prior art. NCO content and viscocity values associated with the isocyanates of the claims are maintained to be intrinsic to the 
isocyanates disclosed by Heyman et al. Combination of Heyman et al. with secondary teachings is maintained as proper. Rejections 
involving Perry et al. are maintained to be proper and distinction based on hydroxyl value ranges of the claims is not evident, and 
combination with Isobe et al. to address specifics of initiator selection is maintained to be proper.
